7. (New) A playpen with double columns at each corner of said playpen, 

comprising: 

a plurality of first corner components; 

a first rod unit connecting the first corner components; 

a plurality of second corner components; 

a second rod unit connecting the second corner components^ 

a plurality of first columns, each said first column having two opposite ends, one 

end being connected to a first corner component, another end of said column 

being connected to a second corner component; 

a plurality of second columns, each said second column having two opposite 
ends, one end being connected to a first corner component, another end of said 
second column being connected to a second corner component each said 
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second corner component comprising a first sleeve and a second sleeve 
connecting respectively with the first column and the second column; 
wherein a distance between the two second columns is larger than that between 
the two first columns, whereby a gap is formed between an adjacent fist column 
and a second column; and 

a boundary sheet extends through each said gap and covers the first columns. 

8. (New) The playpen as claimed in claim 7, wherein each said first corner 
component comprises a first bulge and a second bulge connecting respectively 
with the first column and the second column. 

9. (New) The playpen as claimed in claim 8, wherein each of the first and 
second columns extend respectively around the first and second bulges. 

10. (New) The playpen as claimed in claim 7, wherein the playpen comprises a 
plurality of rivets for securing the first and second columns to respectively the first 
corner components. 

1 1 . (New) The playpen as claimed in claim 7, wherein the playpen comprises a 
plurality of washers for securing the boundary sheet to respectively the ends of 
the first columns, which are adjacent to the first corner components. 

12. (New) A playpen with double columns at each corner of said playpen, 
comprising: 

a plurality of first corner components; 

a first rod unit connecting the first corner components; 

a plurality of second corner components; 
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a second rod unit connecting the second corner components; 
a plurality of first columns, each said first column having two opposite ends, one 
end being connected to a first corner component, another end of said column 
being connected to a second corner component; 

a plurality of second columns, each said second column having two opposite 
ends, one end being connected to a first corner component, another end of said 
second column being connected to a second corner component, each said first 
corner component comprising a first bulge and a second bulge connecting 
respectively with the first column and the second column; 
wherein a distance between the two second columns is larger than that between 
the two first columns, whereby a gap is formed between an adjacent first column 
and a second column; and 

a boundary sheet extends through each said gap and covers the first columns. 

13. (New) The playpen as claimed in claim 12, wherein each of the first and 
second columns extend respectively around the first and second bulges. 

14. (New) The playpen as claimed in claim 13, wherein the playpen comprises a 
plurality of rivets for securing the first and second columns to respectively the first 
corner components. 

15. (New) The playpen as claimed in claim 14, wherein the playpen comprises a 
plurality of washers for securing the boundary sheet to respectively the ends of 
the first columns, which are adjacent to the first corner components. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: On 5/4, 5/5 
and 5/1 1 Mr. Presser and I discussed the invention, the claims and the prior art, 
especially the newly found Australian patent, and agreed that original claims 2 and 3, if 
presented in independent condition, would be allowable. On 5/12/05 Mr. Presser faxed 
in new claims 7-1 5, attached to the interview summary, that are allowable. 

There is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art to provide an upper (second) 
connector in the Australian patent, with a first sleeve (122) and a second sleeve (123) or 
to provide its lower (first) connector with bulges (1 12, 1 13) as set froth in the allowable 
independent claims.
